CLAIMS 

What I claim as my invention is: 

I) (Cuirently Amended): A package [con S ,sting of an assembly of] comprising 
container and a closure 

[a] said container [composed of] having a generally cylindrical sidewall [having] 

including an integral base wall at one end and an opening at the other end[:fc 

said container having interior, exterior bott o m, and top snrtw 

and [the interior surface of] said container {sidewall] having retention means for retaining 

a closure at or near said other end M anc elevating mMnt located near said oth f 

[and a] said closure [composed of] having a generally cylindrical sidewall that is smaller 

in diameter than the interior surface of said container sidewall; 

[has retention] said closure havinp elevatigg means on the outer surface of said closure 

sidewall that cooperates with said container [retention] elevating means; 

[and] said closure sidewall has a top panel integrally formed at one end; 

said top panel [has a top surface that] is smaller in diameter than the exterior diameter of 

the container sidewall, and has a top surface that ha. little [ or no projection] to no 

protrusion above said container other end; 

said top panel has a bottom surface integrally conn o ted to said rl™„ re sidewall anH a 
Side surface intermediate gain top and bottom -rfiir ns at the p p.riph.r y ofsaid tnp p ^ . 
said container sidewall being of such diameter h*lnw t OD surfacft flnH nAar CQ , H 
end, so as to accommodate said closure ton p an*! g , de surface and ih» container siH ftW n1l 
being smaller in diameter than said closure top p anel side snrfW h»w 
accommodatinp diameter forming a ledce to limit th. d istance the, cto^ can move into 
the container 

said closure being removable from said container by rotating said closure with respect to 
said container. 

2) (Original): A package according to claim 1 having sealing means such that when said 
closure is applied to said container such that the package is closed, a surface on the 
exterior ofsaid closure and a surface on the interior ofsaid container will be in 
continuous contact with each other so as prevent or reduce the ingress or egress of 
moisture or water vapor to the package, along t s area of contact 
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3) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim 2 where the sealing means is 
provided by continuous contact of a portion of said container sidewall ledge top surface 
and a portion of the bottom surface of said closure top panel when said package is closed. 

4) (Original): A package according to claim 1 having a slot extending from the top 
surface of said closure top panel toward the bottom surface of said top panel. 

5) (Original): A package according to claim 1 having said closure and said container 
being composed of one or more plastic materials. 

6) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim 1 having the [outer] top surface 
of said closure top panel being convex. 

7) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim 1 where the [retention] elevating 
means on said container and closure are [composed of] cooperating screw threads. 

8) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim 1 where the retention means on 
the container and closure are composed of an engaging beadfs.] at the opening of said 
container sidewall and t he periphery of said closure top panel. 

9) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim 8 [where the said engaging bead 
on said closure isl having retention means cnmprisinfl me periphery of said closure top 
panel and the [retention means on the container consists of said] engaging bead {being] at 
or near the said open end of the sidewall to retain the closure within the container and a 
reduced diameter of said sidewall below said engaging bead toformajedgg that limits, 
the distance the closure can be inserted into the container. 

10) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim [9] I having elevating means 
including an inclined surface protruding from the interior of said container sidewall near 
said other end and a generally vertical spline protruding from said closure sidewall a 
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sufficient distance so that the bottom surface of said spline will contact and move up said 
inclined surface as said closure is rotated with respect to said container. 

1 1) (Currently Amended): A package [consisting of an assembly of:] comprising a 
container and a closure- 

[a] said container having a first generally cylindrical sidewall having an integral basewall 
at one end and an integrally connected second generally cylindrical sidewall being larger 
in diameter at the other end; 

said first and second generally cylindrical sidewall s having conrin„o, is interior and 
exterior surfaces, 

said second generally cylindrical sidewall being integral with said first generally . 
cylindrical sidewall by a generally conical section at one of its ends and an opening at its 
other end; 

[and] said second generally cylindrical sidewall having retention means on its interior 

surface, for retaining a closure, at or near said opening; and having elevating 

located intermediate said retention means an d said generally conical section, 

[a] said closure having a generally cylindrical sidewall that is smaller in diameter than the 

interior surface of said container second generally cylindrical sidewall; and having 

[retention means on its] an outer surface with elevating means that cooperates with said 

container second generally cylindrical sidewall [retention] elevating means; 

[and] said closure sidewall having [a] an integral top panel at one end that has [a] top, 

bottom, and side [surface] surfaces, and the diameter of the s,H» surface [that is] being 

smaller than the exterior diameter, of said container second generally cylindrical 

sidewall, 

[andI said top surface ofthe top panel has little [or no projection] to no protrusion above 
said second generally cylindrical sidewall; 

said closure having retention means for coop erat ing with the retention means on sain 
second generally cylindrical sidewall to retain the closure within said container , 
said container second generally cylindrical sidewa ll being of siich d iameter, near sain- 
other end, as to accommodate said closure ton panel side surfa ce and the container 
second generally cylindrical sidewall being small er in diameter than said closure top 
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panel side surface below said accommodating d iameter form.np, a ledee to limit the 
distance the closure can move into the container: 

said closure being removable from said container by rotating said closure with respect to 
said container. 


12) (Original): A package according to claim 1 1 having sealing means such that when 
said closure is assembled with said container such that the package is closed, cooperating 
surfaces on the closure and container will be in continuous contact with each other so as 
to prevent or reduce the ingress or egress of moisture or water vapor to the package along 
the area of contact. 

13) (Original): A package according to claim 12 where said sealing means is composed 
of a portion of the surface of said container second generally cylindrical sidewall 
contacting a portion of said closure sidewall such that it reduces or prevents the ingress or 
egress of moisture into or out of the package. 

14) (Original): A package according to claim 12 where said sealing means is composed 
of a portion of the surface of said container second generally cylindrical sidewall being in 
continuous contact with a portion of said closure top panel, when the package is closed. 

15) (Original): A package according to claim 1 1 having a slot extending from the top 
surface of said closure top panel toward the bottom surface of said closure top panel . 

16) (Original): A package according to claim 1 1 having said closure and said container 
composed of one or more plastic materials. 

17) (Currently Amended): A package according to claim 1 1 such that said [retention] 
elevating means is composed of one or more cooperatinp screw threads on the exterior of 
[the] said closure sidewall and interior of said container second generally cylindrical 
sidewall. 
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
